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| Navy Considers Drastic 
Plan of Reorganization

Reorganization of the naval 


chairman of the House Committee on 
Naval Affairs and submitted to the Navy 
Department for consideration, 

In view of Chairman Vinson’s posi- 
tion and the drastic changes proposed, 
the reorganization plan has aroused a 
great deal of interest within the Depart- 
ment where it is being studied by every 
office and bureau for comment and sug- 
gested changes. Although the measure 
has not been introduced in Congress, it 
is expected that the Vinson plan and the 
recommendations of the Roosevelt Re- 
organization Board will later form the 
basis of legislation revising the entire 
naval set-up. 

The Vinson bill proposes the abolition 
of the present organization of the Navy 
Department and the setting up of three 
“Offices’—the Office of the Secretary, 
the Office of Naval Operations and the 
Office of Material. With the exception 
of the Medical Corps Dental Corps and 
Chaplain Corps, all Staff Corps would be 
united with the Line, making one promo- 
tion list. The total strength of this new 
Line is set at 7,500 and all officers un- 
less exempted would be expected to be 


ready to perform any Line duties to 
which assigned. 
Promotion would be by selection to 


the grades of rear admiral, captain and 
commander and by seniority in the lower 
grades as at present, except that after 
six years commissioned service, officers 
must be either selected “for a naval 
career” or wholly retired. The Marine 
Corps remains separate from the Line 
and its Headquarters is maintained as 
a separate unit, much as at present, with 
considerable internal revision, however, 
under the plan. 

The bill provides in the opening sec- 
tion that “all bureaus, offices and Corps” 
are hereby abolished and that all laws 
conflicting with any provisions of the 
measure are hereby repealed. It then 
goes on to provide that the Navy De- 
partment shall be headed by a Secretary 
of the Navy, who shall have one Assis- 
tant. No mention is made of an ‘Assis- 
tant Secretary for Air as now provided 
by law, and this position would seem 
thereby to be abolished, under the pro- 
posed new organization. It then provides 
for the Department to be divided into 
three Offices. 

Provision is made for the set-up of the 
“Office of the Secretary” in the second 
section. This office would be “judicatory 
in nature” and would deal with “mat- 
ters which affect the naval establishment 
as a whole,” it is recited. It would have 
charge of the compilation of estimates 
for appropriations, allocation of funds 
to the other offices and divisions and 
other budge! matters, legal affairs, gov- 
ernment of territories and dependencies, 
naval inspection, and relations with 
other Governmental activities. 

Under the Office of the Secretary there 
would be created the following divisions : 
1. Finance Division, under the Chief of

President Plans Review of Fleet 


President Roosevelt will review the 
United States Fleet in New York waters 
during the first part of next June under 
tentative plans now afoot, Acting Secre- 
tary of the Navy Henry L. Roosevelt 
announced this week. 

“The plans now call for a review by 
the President in the Hudson River early 
in June,” the Acting Secretary said, in 
talking of plans for the visit of the 
Fleet to the Atlantic next Spring and 
Summer. “They will go to various sta- 
tions for such repairs as they have time 
to make, and then scatter along the Kast 
Coast to various ports. Later they will 
be up around Newport a great deal.” 

The review, if plans go through, will 
be first presidential inspection at New 
York since the World War. President 
Wilson, in 1919 reviewed the vessels re- 
turning from European waters. The last 
presidential review was held by former 
President Hoover in the Chesapeake Bay. 





Report on Pay Cuts and Freeze 

The text of the report of the House 
Committee on Appropriations supporting 
the provisions for a ten percent pay cut 
in the fiscal year 1935 and attempting 
to explain its recommendations regard- 
ing the pay freeze follows: 

Title II of the act of March 20, 1983, 
provided for reduction in the compensa- 
tion of officers and employees of the 
United States and the District of Co- 
lumbia, effective during the period April 
1, 1933, to June 30, 1934, based upon 
the cost of living. Under the provisions 
of that act, the President is required 
to determine the index figures for the 
cost of living for the 6 months ending 
June 30, 1928, established as the base 
period, and for the 6 months’ period 
ending December 31, 1932, and for each 
6 months’ period thereafter, and the per- 
centage, if any, by which the cost-of- 
living index for any such 6 months’ 
period is found to be lower than the 
cost-of-living index for the base period 
is the percentage of reduction applicable 
to compensation except that the per- 
centage of reduction is limited by the 
law during the present fiscal year to a 
maximum of 15. In the application of 
the provisions of this act, three cost-of- 
living surveys required under the act 
have been made and the President has 
announced the comparative cost-of-living 
indexes and the percentage of compensa- 
tion reduction as required by law. The 
following table shows the periods cov- 
ered by the surveys, the percentage 
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House Pay Cut Revolt 
Fails By Narrow Margin 


Service pay scales suffered two crush- 
ing blows this week as the President 
decreed continuance of the 15 per cent 
pay cut for another six months and the 
House of Representatives backed up its 
appropriations committee in perpetuat- 
ing the “pay freeze” into 1985, excepting 
only those increases incidental to promo- 
tions. 

The vote in the House, however, was 
very close, that body voting 197 to 192 
on a rule which prevents any amendment 
of the economy features of the Inde- 
pendent Offices bill. Because of the nar- 
row margin of the decision hopes are 
high that the Senate will knock out the 
pay cut and “freeze.” 

The effect of the pay freeze amend- 
ment placed in the Independent Offices 
Appropriations bill, as generally inter- 
preted, is to throw overboard the Presi- 
dent’s original recommendations that the 
Army, Navy and Marine Corps be ex- 
cluded from the'pay freeze and to con- 
tinue the pay freeze in so far as longev- 
ity pay and advancement to a higher 
pay period is concerned but to remove 
the pay freeze for the six uniformed 
services (those under the 1922 pay act) 
in so far as any increase of pay inci- 
dental to promotion of commissioned and 
warrant personnel is concerned. 

Strangely, the House Appropriations 
committee made public a letter from 
President Roosevelt to Chairman Bachan- 
an saying that “upon further consid- 
eration” of the matter of pay freezing 
he, the President, modified his recom- 
mendation so as to “place all services 
on a more comparable basis and remove 
many of the inequalities.” This letter 
was variously taken as endorsing or 
motivating the committee action. The 
President in another letter to Chairman 
Buchanan expressed a “hope that your 
committee will go along with these sug- 
gestions,” referring to his recommenda- 
tions for a 10 per cent cut next year. 

The text of the peculiarly worded 
House amendment on the pay freeze is 
as follows: 

“(1) Section 201 (suspending auto- 
matic increases in compensation) of 
part II of the Legislative Appropria- 
tion Act, fiscal year 1933, is amended 
by inserting at the end thereof the 
following: ‘During the fiscal year end- 
ing June 30, 1935, in the case of the 
commissioned and warrant personnel 
of the services mentioned in the Pay 
Adjustment Act of 1922, the compensa- 
tion to which the reduction of compen- 
sation under section 2 of title II of 
the Act of March 20, 1933, as con- 
tinued for the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1935, shall be applied shall include 
pay and allowances which would have 
accrued by reason of promotion in 
rank but for the suspension of auto- 
matic increases in compensation by 
reason of promotion under this section, 
if such promotion occurred after June 
30, 1932, but before July 1, 1985, but 
in calculating pay and allowances of 
the rank to which promoted service 
after June 30, 1932, and before July 
1, 1985, shall not be included. This

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Editors Comments on Matters of Interest to Personnel of Army and Navy 


Matters of interest to the personnel of the armed services have been the sub- 
ject of editorial comment in leading publications. 





Comments the Washington Evening Star: “Fifteen per cent has not, unfortu- 
nately, been the maximum pay education suffered in Government service, A great 
number of employees who have kept their jobs have been subjected to the ad- 
ministrative furloughs, which have run the loss of compensation much higher than 
fifteen per cent. The automatic pay promotions in the Army, Navy and Marine 
Corps, are being restored on this ground—that such personnel has, in some cases, 
‘sustained reduction in compensation of more than twenty-five per cent.’ But while 
it is eminently fair that the automatic pay promotions be restored in the services, 
it is a little difficult to understand how those in the services have suffered any 
greater reduction than those outside them.” 





“The recommendation contained in the Federal Budget for restoration of only 
five per cent of the salary reductions suffered by Government workers is distinctly 
disappointing,” states the Washington Times, 

“It would be disheartening as well were it not for the fact that there seems 
to be a determined sentiment in both houses of Congress for restoration of the 
basic salary schedules. 

“Before accepting the recommendation members of Congress, of all parties, 
will want to know definitely why it is necessary to keep down the salaries of 
Government employes while the Government is carrying on a concerted drive to 
induce private employers to increase their salary scales. 

“The message of President Roosevelt accompanying the budget is rather vague 
as concerns the Government salary recommendations and other recommendations 
having to do with Federal personnel. 

“He advances no figures to sustain his contention that restoration of five per 
cent is adequate under the circumstances. He reiterates the statement often made 
by some of his associates in the administration that there is nothing inconsistent 
in holding Government salaries down while advocating the increasing of commercial 
salaries. 

“But, like his associates, he declines to explain away the very apparent 
inconsistency. * * * 

“The President in his message has made one good recommendation in regard 


from the ban on automatic increases in compensation in the coming fiscal year, 
“That should certainly be done. 
“But, why should not the ban be lifted from all Government employes?” 





“Along or near the waters of America’s great inland seas a natural interest hag 
been aroused over the news item that the President was about, by executive order, 
to terminate the independent status of the Coast Guard as a separate unit ang 
immerse, and lose it, in the navy,” declares the Green Bay, Wis., Press-Gazette. 

“Men in both branches of this service through generations of good discipline 
have become reluctant to discuss such a matter, considering it of a political nature 
‘and theirs not to reason why,’ so the public must deal with it by debating 
inferences and reflections and considering possibilities. 

“The first inquiry is: Where is the advantage? Denial is made that there jg 
any financial advantage to the government, or if so, one of such a slight nature gg 
hardly to justify changing a policy that has lasted for so many generations. 

“The intimation that the change is fostered by the purpose of making room 
for Annapolis graduates who cannot now be placed, is the most sinister and the 
most prevalent explanation. It will hardly be assumed that those already in the 
Coast Guard, and who have built up certain rights through years of faithful service, 
will be displaced to make way for newcomers. That would be ingratitude. Ang 
ingratitude is never purposely a motivating element with our government.” 





“By expelling five students who refused to take the prescribed course of military 
training Ohio State University authorities would take the only steps possible under 
the circumstances,” the Ohio State Journal comments. 

“Objections to military training are held, of course, by a great many people 
and there are whole sects whose precepts are against the idea. Obviously such 
people ought to shun contacts which expose them to such training. It is 
enough to understand why this objection exists if it actually means risking life ip 
warfare, but when in times of peace the course must be realized as higly beneficial 
to physical and mental health, objections are not reasonable. 

“Ohio State University students who have undergone military training are 
better for it. They have learned a measure of discipline which has, in turn, fitted 
them to discipline and lead others; it has helped their bodies to be stronger and 
healthier. It does not necessarily imply that those who have finished the course 
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to personnel,

Naval Finance; 2. Legal Division, under 
the Judge Advocate General; 3. Inspec- 
tion Division, under the Chief of Naval 
Inspection; 4. General Board, under the 
Chairman of the General Board; 5. Na- 
val Section of the Joint Army and Navy 
Board, under the senior naval officer of 
the Board; 6. Compensation Board, un- 
der the Director of the Compensation 
Board; and 7. Clerical Division under 

the Ohief Clerk. 

The next section provides for the 
Office of Naval Operations. This office 
would have jurisdiction and responsibil- 
ity for the “manning, health, distribu- 
tion, maintenance, training, operation 
and readiness for war of the fleets and 
naval districts, including naval district 
headquarters, recruiting and training 
stations, schools for officers, midshipmen, 
nurses and enlisted men, both Regular 
and Reserve, naval hospitals, and purely 
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naval operating bases, but 


facilities ashore.” 


Divisions of the Office of Naval Opera- 
tions would be as follows: 1. Executive 
Division, under the Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations; 2. Personnel Division, 
under the Chief of Naval Personnel; 3. 
Fleet Employment and Maintenance Di- 
vision, under the Chief of Fleet Employ- 
ment and Maintenance; 4. Health Divi- 
sion, under the Surgeon General; 5. In- 
telligence Division, under the Chief of 
Naval Intelligence; 6. War Plans Divi- 
sion, under the Chief of War Plans; and 
7. Fiscal Division, under the Navy Fiscal 
Officer. The Office would be headed by 
the Chief of Naval Operations. 

The Office of Material would be in 
charge of the Chief of Naval Material 
under the bill. It would have charge of 
all material matters, including aircraft, 
armament, construction and repair of 
ships, disbursing and supply matters and 
all naval activities ashore except those 
specifically placed under the Chief of 
Naval Operations. Divisions set up by 
the bill are as follows: 1. Administra- 
tive Division, under the Assistant Chief 
of Naval Material; 2. Aircraft Divi- 
sion, under the Ohief of Naval Aircraft; 
3. Armament Division, under the Chief 
of Naval Armament; 4. Supply Division, 
under the Naval Supply Officer; 5. Dis- 
bursing Division, under the Naval Dis- 
bursing Officer; 6. Plant Division, under 
the Chief of Naval Plants. 


Marine Corps Headquarters would be 
under the Chief of Naval Operations, 
but Headquarters would have charge of 
Marine Corps personnel, recruiting, 
training, aircraft, etc. Divisions of Ma- 
rine Corps Headquarters created by the 
bill are as follows: 1. Major General 
Commandant’s Division, headed by the 
Assistant Major General Commandant; 
2. Adjutant and Inspectors Division, un- 
der the Adjutant and.Inspector; 3. Quar- 
termasters and Paymasters Department 
under the Quartermaster; 4. Field and 
Training Division, under the Chief of 
the Division of Field and Training; 5. 
Aviation Division, under the Chief of Ma- 
rine Corps Aviation; 6. Recruiting Divi- 
sion, under the Chief of Marine Corps 
Recruiting. 

Another section of the bill provides for 
the constitution of the Line of the Navy. 
Excepting the Medical Corps, Dental 
Corps and Chaplain Corps, all of the 
Staff Corps are transferred to the Line 
and such officers transferred will be 
placed in a single promotion list accord- 
ing to their length of commissioned ser- 
vice, All officers must be prepared to be

assigned to any Line duty, subject to 
the approval of the Secretary, unless 
exempted. Those exempted will be de- 
signated as “not qualified for naval du- 
ties involving command afloat” and will 
be carried as extra numbers in grade 
but not in addition to the total strength 
of the Line. These officers will be 
specialists. 


The number of officers of the Line will 
be distributed in the various grades as 
follows: rear admiral, 1%; captain, 
4%; commander, 8% lieutenant com- 
mander, 15% lieutenant, 300%; and lieu-- 
tenant, junior grade, and ensign com- 
bined, 30%. 


Officers shall be first commissioned as 
ensigns, the bill provides and “shall not 
be eligible for promotion until they have 
served 3 years in that rank.” The bill 
then goes on to set up a plan of elimina- 
tion as follows: “During the 6th year 
after date of first commission each of 
the officers on this list shall hereafter 
be subject to selection for a naval career 
by such methods as the Secretary of the 
Navy may prescribe.” Officers so se- 
lected “for a naval career,” shall be 
promoted to fill vacancies only, and those 
not selected will be “wholly retired” 
with one year’s pay or transferred to the 
Naval Reserve at their option. Other 
promotion shall be as provided by pres- 
ent law. 


The strength of the Medical Corps is 
set at 750 officers, and provision is made 
for increasing it by 6.5% for each thou- 
sand enlisted personnel above 106,000. 
The Dental Corps officer strength is 
placed at “not to exceed” two for each 
thousand personnel, and the Chaplain 
Corps complement is “not over one hun- 
dred officers.” The number of Chief 
Warrant and Warrant Officers is 1,500. 
Promotion in these Corps is as now pro- 
vided by law. 

All chiefs of divisions must be ap- 
pointed from officers of the rank of com- 
mander or above, and except in the Office 
of Naval Operations will have four-year 
terms. Tours of duty in the latter office 
is fixed at three years. The Judge Ad- 
vocate General must be a commander of 
the Navy or lieutenant colonel of the 
Marine Corps or higher, and after July 
1, 1939, must be a qualified lawyer. 

The proposed bill specifically provides 
for the rank of the various division 
chiefs, their pay and priority. The Chief 
of Naval Operations carries the rank 
and pay of admiral, and is named as 
the ranking officer of the Navy. The 
Chief of Material shall have the rank 








and pay of a vice admiral and shall 
rank ahead of the other vice admirals 
of the Navy. The Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations shall be a rear ad- 
miral of the upper half, and shall rank 
all other rear admirals. Next in line 
come the Chief of Divisions in the Offices 
of Operations and Material, who shall 
have the rank and pay of rear admirals 
of the upper half and rank according to 
the date of their commission. Next 
comes the Chief Naval Inspector, the 
Chief of Public Relations, and the Chief 
of Naval Finance in order. They shall 
be rear admirals of the upper half. Fol- 
lowing them comes the Judge Advocate 
General and it is provided that he shall 
have the rank and pay of a rear admiral 
of the upper half if a naval officer or if 
a Marine, then the rank and pay, of & 
major general. Marine Corps divisions 
will be brigadier generals, except for the 
Assistant Major General who is made & 
major general and the Chief of Marine 
Aircraft who shall be a colonel. 


The bill, as described above in the 
second revised draft of the measure, 
Study of the measure so far disclosed 
several necessary changes. As_ first 
drawn the measure brought the Medical 
Corps and the Dental Corps officers into 
the Line. This proviso was eliminated 
when attention was called to the prov- 
sion in the Geneva draft convention 
neutralizing such personnel and 
ing that such officers cannot do comba- 
tant duties, The other major change in 
volved elimination of a section which 
revised the method of submitting budget 
estimates under the reorganization.

The War Dept. General Staff

(Concluded from last week's Journal) 

Initiative and foresight coupled with 
comprehensive and thorough knowledge 
are primary qualities in the General 
Staff. These should lead to constant 
study and formulation of plans relative 
to National Defense. Beginning with the 
Chief of Staff and extending down 
through the Deputy, Chief of each Di- 
yision and to every officer of the General 
Staff, there should be constant effort 
to foresee and to improve the military 
establishment. The results of these ef- 
forts are embodied in General Staff 
studies recommending definite plans or 
policies which, when finally approved, 
form the basis and authority for the ac- 
tion of subordinate commanders and the 
diferent chiefs of arms and Services. 

An essential to efficient studies of the 
nature indicated above is comprehen- 
sive and thorough knowledge of the 
subject and a sound balancing of the 
advantages and disadvantages inherent 
in all solutions. These considerations 
are met in the first place by securing and 
weighing the views of the interested ser- 
viees and in some cases of interested 
commanders. 

Furthermore, as all problems or proj- 
ects have definite relations to the func- 
tions of the othie# divisions of the Gen- 
eral Staff coordination is sought by se- 
curing their views. These steps promote 
homogeneity and team work and assure 
the Deputy and Chief of Staff of the 
soundness of the study presented. 

After processing a study along the 
lines indicated it is presented to the 
Deputy for approval by the Chief of 
Staff, who advises with the Secretary of 
War and The Assistant Secretary of 
War on major questions. 


The General Council 

The General Council comprises in its 
membership the heads of General Staff 
Divisions, each Arm and Service, Com- 
Mandant of the Army War College, and 
the Deputy Chief of Staff as the presid- 
ing officer. Its purpose is to discuss pol- 
eles, plans and actions before final deci- 
tion by the Chief of Staff. It promotes 
team play and insures all interested 
agencies an opportunity to present their 
views on any question. 

The entire membership of the Council 
Meets only on general questions of in- 
terest to all. In most cases only the few 
Members involved in the particular sub- 
ject at hand are present. It is not a 
voting body, rather an advising group.

The Joint Board 

A recital of the coordinating and 
Planing functions of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff is hardly complete

with the other. As it is-obviously out 
of the question for the President to en- 
ter personally into and coordinate all 
questions of difference between the two 
services, an agency was created for this 
purpose in 1908 called a “Joint Board” 
(General Order 107, 1903) “For the pur- 
pose of conferring upon, discussing, and 
reaching common conclusion regarding 
all matters calling for the cooperation 
of the two services.” 

The Joint Board, consisting. of the 
Chief of Staff, Deputy Chief of Staff and 
the Assistant Chief of Staff, War Plans 
Division, for the Army, and the Chief of 
Naval Operations, Assistant Chief of 
Naval Operations, and the Director, War 
Plans Division, Office of the Naval Op- 
erations for the Navy, is charged with 
study of all questions referred to it by 
proper authority or originated within 
itself, which involve joint action of the 
Army and Navy and joint Army and 
Navy policy relative to National Defense. 
The board reports its proceedings to the 
Secretaries which, upon approval, be- 
come the working directives for the ser- 
vices concerned. 

A working agency is available to the 
Joint Board in its deliberation and in 
carrying out its approved policies. This 
is a Joint Army and Navy Planning 
Committee consisting of three or more 
members of the War Plans Division, 
General Staff, to be designated by the 
Chief of Staff, for the Army, and three 
or more members of the War Plans Di- 
vision, Office of Naval Operations, desig- 
nated by the Chief of Naval Operations 
for the Navy. Its purpose is for the 
detailed investigation, study and devel- 
opment of policies, projects and plans 
relative to National Defense and involv- 
ing joint action of the Army and Navy. 


Aeronautical Board 

The Aeronautical Board, consisting of 
the Chief of Air Corps, Assistant Chief 
of Air Corps and one member of ithe 
War Department General Staff for the 
Army with corresponding officers for the 
Navy, is another coordinating board sep- 
arate from but making its report to 
the Joint Board. This board deals with 
matters relating to coordination and co- 
operation of Army Air Corps and Naval 
Aviation. 


Army and Navy Munitions Board 

During the World War the munitions 
program was delayed many weeks by 
uncoordinated purchases, particularly of 
raw material, when one branch of the 
Army or Navy through early contracts, 
tied up all sources of supply for an 
item, the needs for which in that branch 
were relatively in the future. Similar 
occurrences are to be avoided in the 
future by the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board consisting of the Assistant Secre- 
taries of War and Navy assisted by 
the Executive to the Assistant Secre- 
tary of War and Director of Planning 
Branch, Office of Assistant Secretary of 
War for the Army with similar officers 
for the Navy. This board formulates the 
pertinent plans and policies for muni- 
tions procurement based on mobilization 
plans, in order to secure proper supplies 
to the Army and Navy in proper priority 
and without possibility of interference 
with each other. 

By the action of these boards com- 
plete understanding, coordination and 
cooperation is obtained between the de- 
partments charged with National De- 
fense. This enables the planning staffs 
to lay down plans with the assurance 
that the proposed actions for National 
Defense will be fully supported and that 
munitions supply will be met with due 
regard to relative importance. 


Joint Economy Board 

As a further step in cooperation, a 
Joint Army and Navy Economy Board 
has been organized as a subordinate 
agency to the Joint Board with the pri- 
mary purpose of investigating and sug- 
gesting elimination of duplications in 
supply and administrative agencies of 
the two services. 


Conclusion 
From this brief survey of the vital 
duties devolving upon the General Staff,

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More A. C. Personnel Sought 

Legislation providing for the annual 
appointment in the Regular Army Air 
Corps of one hundred graduates of the 
Air Corps Training Center until the com- 
missioned strength of that arm reaches 
its authorized strength, will be pushed 
by Representative J. J. McSwain, chair- 
man of the House Military Affairs Com- 
mittee, at this session of Co The 
Training Center graduates would be 
commissioned before graduates of the 
Military Academy, crowding out a cor- 
responding number of West Pointers 
from receiving commissions, under the 
plan. 

Chairman McSwain told the JourNnaL 
this week that in addition to resuming 
the study of a Department of National 
Defense, his committee plans to take up 
HR 4368, to increase the officer strength 
of the Air Corps. He stated that he in- 
tends to start hearings on this measure 
within a short time. It is expected, how- 
ever, that “the general survey of Na- 
tional Defense” which the committee is 
going to resume and which has consisted 
solely of consideration of the future of 
the Air Corps, will precede this specific 
measure. 

The commissioned strength of the Air 
Corps was on June 380, 1933, 1,820—a 
total of 330 officers short of its author- 
ized strength. Graduates of the Military 
Academy for the past few years have 
just about equalled the vacancies in the 
Regular Army, and if this condition con- 
tinues the McSwain bill would result in 
the discharge of approximately one hun- 
dred graduates of the Academy annually 
for about three years. Thereafter it is 
provided by the bill, the Air Corps will 
be kept up to authorized strength by 
commissioning of Training Center grad- 
uates or transfer from other arms of the 
Army before West Pointers can be com- 
missioned. 

The McSwain bill also provides that 
an average of 550 Air Corps reserve offi- 
cers be kept on active duty throughout 
each fiscal year, and provides that ap-

pointments as Chief of the Air-Corps be 
made from officers of any grade of not 
less than 26 years’ commissioned and 
that appointments of assistant chiefs be 
from officers of not less than 15 years’ 
experience, In both cases, it is provided, 
officers selected must “have demon- 
strated by actual and extended service 
in such corps that they are qualified.” 
The text of the bill follows: 


A bill to further promote national defense. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
America in Conress assembled, That the Act 
entitled “An Act for making further and 
more effectual provision for the national de- 
fense, and for other purposes,” approved 
June 3, 1916, as amended, be, and the same 
is hereby, amended by striking out the first 
sentence of section 24e thereof and inserting 
the following in lieu thereof: 

“Except as otherwise herein provided, ap- 
pointments shall be made in the grade of 
second leutenant, as follows: First, at least 
one hundred annual original appointments 
shall be made from among airplane pilots 
between the ages of twenty-one and thirty 
years, who have successfully completed the 
course of instruction as airplane pilot at the 
Air Corps Training Center until the Air 
Corps shall have been increased to its au- 
thorized strength of one thousand six hun- 
dred and fifty officers of the Regular Army 
of the United States commissioned in the 
Air Corps; and thereafter only such annual 
original appointments need be made from 
among airplane pilots between the ages of 
twenty-one and thirty years who have suc- 
cessfully completed the course of instruction 
as airplane pilot at the Air Corps Training 
Center as will, together with such officer 
pilots as may be transferred to and commis- 
sioned in the Air Corps, maintain the Air 
Corps at its authorized strength of one 
thousand six hundred and fifty officers of 
the Regular Army of the United States com- 
missioned in the Air Corps; Provided, That 
the provisions of section 4¢ of the Act of 
June 4, 1920 (41 Stat. 762), and the provisions 
of the Act of June 30, 1922 (42 Stat. 723), 
are repealed insofar as the aforesaid provi- 
sions may be construed to authorize a de- 
crease in such authorized strength of one 
thousand six hundred and fifty officers of 
the Regular Army of the United States com- 
missioned in the Air Corps; second, from 
graduates of the United States Military 
Academy; third, from warrant officers and 
enlisted men of the Regular Army between 
the ages of twenty-one and thirty years, 
who have had at least two years’ service; 
and, fourth, from reserve officers and from 
officers, warrant officers, and enlisted men of 
the National Guard, members of the Bnlisted 
Reserve Corps, and graduates of technical 
institutions approved by the Secretary of 
War, all between the ages of twenty-one and 
thirty years.” 

Sec. 2. That the Act entitled “An Act to 
provide more effectively for the national de- 
fense by increasing the efficiency of the Air

General Gulick’s Report 


Recommendation that the new three- 
year tour of foreign duty be studied with 
special reference to the effect on the 
health of officers and their families is 
included in the annual report of Maj. 
Gen, John W. Gulick, Chief of Coast 
Artillery, made public this week. 

“The operation of the Economy Act,” 
General Gulick said, “extending tours 
of foreign service to three years has had 
the effect of stabilizing to a certain ex- 
tent the commissioned personnel on duty 
with organizations throughout the Coast 
Artillery. There have also been some 
economies due to the restriction of move- 
ment of officers. Due to the large pro- 
portion of Coast Artillery officers on for- 
eign service, stabilization is of great im- 
portance but it would be premature at 
this time to form conclusions as to the 
full effect of the operation of the three- 
year tour of duty overseas. I believe 
that the matter should be carefully 
studied with special reference to the 
effect on the health of officers and their 
families.” 

xtracts from General Gulick’s report 
follow: 

“While present regulations for the 
conduct of seacoast artillery target prac- 
tice have resulted in a marked improve- 
ment in gunnery, careful study of target 
practice reports indicates that there is 
a tendency towards shooting for a score 
rather than of towards firing under bat- 
tle conditions. During the year a num- 
ber of batteries in the Philippine De- 
partment were authorized by the War 
Department to fire special advance tar- 
get practices. These practices were 
conducted so as to test the efficiency of 
the training of the personnel and the 
suitability of materie] and methods to 
meet situations similar to those encoun- 
tered under battle conditions. Reports 
of these practices indicate that they 
were of great value. It is hoped to ex- 
tend this authority for special advance 
practices to organizations in the United 
States when target practice is resumed.” 

New Director 

“During the fiscal year, a data com- 
putor or director for use with seacoast 
artillery has been designed and con- 
structed by the Coast Artillery Board 





with the assistance of the Ordnance De 
partment. This computor embodies new 
principles suggested by Capt. John 7 
Lewis and ist Lt. George W. Tri¢ 
both of the Coast Artillery Corps. Pre 
liminary tests indicate that this equip 
ment is entirely satisfactory. The op. 
struction of a pilot model by the Om. 
nance Department has been undertaken, 
It is believed that this development {g 
of primary importance and that it wij 
have far reaching effect upon the fire 
control system for seacoast guns of al} 
calibers. The director is simple in cop. 
struction when compared with other qj. 
rectors and can be produced rapidly and 
economically. It is believed that the 
director can be adapted for use with 
antiaircraft artillery.” 


Economy 

“I consider it my duty to bring to the 
attention of the War Department the 
serious handicap which has been placed 
upon progress and upon development ag 
well as upon the procurement of needed 
equipment through restriction of expen- 
ditures. While the necessity for rigid 
economy is fully appreciated, it will be 
fatal to progress to withhold funds for 
development and experimental work.” 


School Quota 

“In compliance with War Department 
‘instructions the quota of student officers 
and the faculty and staff of the Coast 
Artillery School will be reduced by fifty- 
one and one-tenth and thirty-three and 
one-third per cent respectively for the 
School Year 1933-34. This reduction 
was not necessary in order to maintain 
the commissioned personnel of Coast 
Artillery organizations at authorized 
strength. The reduction will have the 
effect of limiting the number of officers 
that may attend the Coast Artillery 
School or the elimination of the Ad 
vanced Course. In so far as the Coast 
Artillery is concerned, 1 consider both 
the Battery Officers’ Course and the Aé 
vanced Course at the Coast Artillery 
School essential for the general efficiency 
of the Coast Artillery Corps. I earnest 
ly recommend that every effort be made 
to resume the normal course of instruc 
tion during the Fiscal Year 1934.

The President's letter on the pay cut 
is as follows: 

“My dear Mr. Buchanan: 

“I am today signing an Executive Or- 
der, which, in effect, maintains the fif- 
teen per cent reduction in the compensa- 
tion of officers and employees of the 
Government until June 30, 1934. 

“T have taken this action only after 
an exceedingly careful check-up by the 
Department of Labor in relation to the 
cost of living during the past six months. 
As you know, the Act of March 20, 1933, 
authorizes me to restore a portion of the 
fifteen per cent reduction only if the in- 
dex figures rise to above fifteen per cent 
below the cost of living index for the 
base period. 

“T have had two careful examinations 
made. The first of these relates to the 
general cost of living and shows that it 
is still 21.1 per centum below the index 
for the base period, in the country as a 
whole. The other set of findings con- 
cerns the cost of living of government 
employees in the District of Columbia. 
In this case the cost of living is 14.6 per 
centum below the index for the base 
period. 

“May I call your attention to the fact 
that all of these figures are based on 
data obtained by government employees 
themselves, and that every effort has 
been made to arrive at the truth. I 
know also, that you will realize that the 
overwhelming majority of federal em- 
ployees are scattered throughout the 
United States. In a few cities it is un- 
doubtedly true that the present cost of 
living is slightly higher than the fifteen 
per cent reduction of pay warrants, It 
is necessary, nevertheless, under the 
law, to take the average, as there is no 
provision for picking out special local- 
ities for differences in rates. 

“The action taken by me today will, 
I know, be of interest to your Committee 
in connection with the appropriation 
bills. I have recommended a flat resto- 
ration of five per cent, or one-third of 
the fifteen per cent reduction, this resto- 
ration to apply to the next fiscal year. 
I have asked also for authority to restore 
such portion of the balance of ten per 
cent as may be warranted by a possible 
further increase in the cost of living. I 
hope that your Committee will go along 
with these suggestions. The problem of 
returning as quickly as possible to a 
balanced budget is involved. To undo 
the excellent results of the Economy Act 
of last spring would be unfortunate for 
the very simple reason that we are very 
definitely still in an emergency period, 
in which all of us are seeking to bring 
back recovery as quickly as possible. 

“T shall, of course, be glad to talk with 
you and the members of your Committee 
at any time. 

“Very sincerely yours, 
“FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT.” 


Meanwhile the opposition to the action 
of the President and his Congressional 
leaders is invoking strenuous opposition 
in official and publie circles. In the 
House Representative Snell, of New 
York, Republican leader, is outspoken in 
his opposition of the imposition of these 
economies on the government pay roll 
while billions are being expended on the 
President's commissions and organiza- 
tions. Numerous bills, including three 
by Representative Celler, of New York, 
demanding immediate restoration of full 
pay, have been introduced in Congress. 

Senator Hatfield announced in the 
Senate Thursday that he would submit 
an amendment to the Independent Offices 
bill when it reaches that body which 
would provide for the repeal of the pay 
cut and “freeze,” thus restoring the Gov- 
ernment employees including the ser- 
vices to the full pay provided in their 
pay tables. 

The National Federation of Federal | 
Employes, the American Federation of | 
Government Employes, the A. F. of L., | 
and the National Association of Letter 
Carriers declared strongly against the 
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the shock to Federal employes through- 
out the United States occasioned by the 
order,” the National Federation of Fed- 
eral Employes declared, 

Referring to the finding of the cost of 
living survey as showing a 21 per cent 
decline in living costs since 1928, the 
statement added: 

“Federal employes will have great dif- 
ficulty reconciling this conclusion with 
their present financial condition, due to 
the fact that for several years past they 
have practically, without exception, had 
their expenditures largely increased due 
to the necessity of their contributing 
financial support to others.” 

Attacking the validity of the cost of 
living survey, the American Federation 
of Government Employes asserted : 

“The President’s decision not to re- 
store any part of the salary reduction 
shows the fallacy of the cost of living 
method of setting salaries. It is a mat- 
ter of common knowledge that prices 
have increased very appreciably.” 

Addressing a memorial to Oongress, 
the Letter Carriers’ Association asserted 
the sum saved by the wage cut is “un- 
important and unnecessary as a means 
of balancing the budget and fallacious 
in moral and economic principles.” It 
declared the cut placed the Government 
in an “insincere and inconsistent” posi- 
tion, and that the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics cost of living index is “anti- 
quated and misleading.” 

The order was announced as officials 
of the A. F. of L. met to confer about 
restoration of the cut. Calling attention 
to a statement by A. F. Whitney, inter- 









national president of Railroad Labor 


Executives, the conference ordered the 
chairman and secretary of the A. F., of 
L. legislative committee to secure imme- 
diate introduction of a restoration bill 
in the House and Senate. 

Approval was given Mr. Whitney's de- 
claration that “our organization did not 
and does not approve of such wage cut- 
ting and backward steps with respect to 
working conditions.” ‘ 

The National Legislative Council of 
Federal Employees Organizations issued 
the following statement: 

“The National Legislative Council of 
Federal Employees Organizations, repre- 
senting a substantial majority of all or- 
ganized Federal employees in the United 
States, will put forth every legitimate 
effort at its command to have stricken 
from the independent offices appropria- 
tion bill the section which will continue 
beyond July 1 the Federal pay cut on 
the 10 per cent basis as set forth in the 
President's budget message.

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Naval Building Program 


Declaring that the United States is 
“shockingly and dangerously deficient in 
modern ships” Representative Carl Vin- 
son, chairman of the Committee on Na- 
val Affairs of the House, this week in- 
troduced a bill to build the Navy to 
treaty strength and keep it there. 


The measure (HR 6604) follows the 
lines of the Navy Department’s building 
program which is now before the Bureau 
of Budget, and is the outcome of numer- 
ous conferences between Ohairman Vin- 
son and naval officials. It provides: 


First, that the composition of the Navy 
shall be the limit prescribed by treaty. 

Second, that the President is author- 
ized “to undertake prior to Dec, 31, 1936, 
or as soon thereafter as he may deem 
advisable,” one aircraft carrier of 15,- 
000 tons, 99,200 tons of destroyers and 
85,530 tons of submarines, and 

Third, that the President is authorized 
to replace vessels in the categories lim- 
ited by treaty when they go over age. 

This program would, with the vessels 
now building and the five cruisers pre- 
viously authorized, bring the Navy to 
treaty strength, and under the blanket 
authority given the President to replace 
ships, obviate the necessity of securing 
any further authorization for building 
any vessel in the categories limited by 
the Washington and London Treaties. 

Hearings on the bill will be held in 
the near future, Representative Vinson 
states, although no date has as yet been 
set. When the naval committee meets 
to consider naval building, it will also 
have before it a bill introduced by Rep- 
resentative Fred Britten, ranking Repub- 
lican member of the group. 

Representative Britten’s bill (HR 
6575) differs from Chairman Vinson’s 
in that it provides specifically for the 
construction of vessels each year for 
five years and sets a limit of cost for 
each ship. It does not provide blanket 
authorization for replacements. 

Under the Britten measure, the follow- 
ing vessels would be laid down each 
year: 1935, one 8-inch gun cruiser, two 
6-inch gun cruisers, two destroyer lead- 
ers, twelve destroyers and six subma- 
rines; 1986, one aircraft carrier, one 6- 
inch gun cruiser, two destroyer leaders, 
twelve destroyers and six submarines; 
1937, one 6-inch gun cruiser, one destroy- 
er leader, twelve destroyers, and six sub- 
marines; 1938, one 6-inch gun cruiser, 
twelve destroyers and six submarines; 
1939, one 6-inch gun cruiser, twelve de- 
stroyers and five submarines. 

The text of the Vinson bill, H.R. 6604, 
follows: 

A bill to establish the composition of the 
United States Navy with respect to the cate- 
gorles of vessels limited by the treaties 
signed at Washington, Feb. 6, 1922, and at 
London, April 22, 1930, at the limits pre- 
scribed by those treaties; to authorize the 
construction of certain naval vessels; and 
for other purposes, 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 


America in Congress assembled, That the 
composition of the United States Navy with 
respect to the categories of vessels limited 
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by the treaties signed at Washington, Feb. 
6, 1922, and at London, April 22, 1930, is 
hereby established at the limit prescribed 
by those treaties. 

“Sec. 2, That subject to the provisions of 
the treaties signed at Washington, Feb. 6, 
1922, and at London, April 22, 1930, the 
President of the United States is hereby 
authorized to undertake prior to Dec. 31, 
1936, or as soon thereafter as he may deem 
it advisable (in addition to the five cruisers 
not yet constructed under the Act approved 
Feb. 13, 1929 (45 Stat. 1165), and in addition 
to the vessels being constructed pursuant 
to Executive Order Numbered 6174 of June 
16, 1983), the construction of: (a) One air- 
eraft carrier of approximately fifteen thou- 
sand tons standard displacement, to replace 
the experimental aircraft carrier Langley; 
(b) ninety-nine thousand two hundred tons 
aggregate of destroyers to replace over-age 
destroyers; (c) thirty-five thousand five hun- 
dred and thirty tons aggregate of subma- 
rines to replace over-age submarines; Pro- 
vided, That the President of the United 
States is hereby authorized to replace, by 
vessels of modern design and construction, 
vessels in the Navy in the categories limited 
by the treaties signed at Washington, Feb. 
6, 1922, and at London, April 22, 1930, when 
their replacement is permitted by the said 
treaties. 

Sec. 3. The Secretary of the Navy is here- 
by directed to submit annually to the Bureau 
of the Budget estimates for the construction 
of the foregoing vessels; and there is thereby 
authorized to be appropriated such sums as 
may be necessary to carry into effect the 
provisions of this Act. 

“Sec, 4. That in the event of international 
agreement for the further limitations of 
naval armament to which the United States 
is signatory, the President is hereby author- 
ized and empowered to suspend so much of 
its naval construction authorized by this 
Act as may be necessary to bring the naval 
armament of the United States within the 
limitation so agreed upon.” 

The following statement was issued 
by Representative Vinson, when he in- 
troduced the bill. 

“The Treaties signed at Washington, 
on Feb. 6, 1922, and at London, on April 
22, 1930, fix the strength in each cate- 
gory which may be possessed by the 
Navies of the United States, Great 
Britain and Japan. 

“Japan has already provided for the 
full Naval strength which she is per- 
mitted under these treaties, and Great 
Britain seems practically certain to do 
so. The United States, however, is 
shockingly and dangerously deficient in 
modern ships and will remain so even 
after all of the vessels now building are 
completed, 

“It is essential to our National safety 
that we undertake, without any further 
delay, a program designed to bring the 
United States Navy to the prescribed 
strength. If the Naval conference sched- 
uled to meet in 1985 should alter the es- 
tablished limits, we must, of course, con- 
form to the new limits. But, in the 
meantime, we must proceed on the basis 
of the treaties now in effect. 

“In order to obtain the best designs, 
the best workmanship, the least cost, 
and the minimum disturbance to indus- 
try, the rate of shipbuilding must be 
steady. We cannot afford to continue 
the old, wasteful method of building a 
Navy by alternate spasms of intense 
activity and complete idleness. 

“To accomplish these purposes, I have 
today introduced a bill to establish the 
composition of the United States Navy 
at the limit in each category established 
by treaties to authorize the President 
to undertake the cdnstruction of the nec- 
essary new and replacement vessels, and 
to authorize the appropriations neces- 
sary. In case the United States should 









sign any future treaty for the further 
limitation of Naval armament, the 
President is authorized to suspend any 
part of the Naval construction which 
might exceed the limits so established. 

“Unless the ships indicated above are 
provided, the Navy will be insufficient 
to dsicharge its responsibilities if a 
major emergency should arise. We must 
not gamble with the National safety of 
the United States.” 





Mrs. Roosevelt Named Sponsor 


The Secretary of the Navy has desig- 
nated Mrs. James Roosevelt of Brook- 
line, Mass., the daughter-in-law of the 
President of the United States as spon- 
sor for Destroyer No. 348, USS Farra+ 
gut, which will be launched at the plant 
of the Bethlehem Shipbuilding Corpora- 
tion, Fore River, Quincy, Mass., Jan. 15, 
1934. 

This will be the third naval vessel to 
be named in honor of Admiral David 
Glasgow Farragut, and was authorized 
by Acts of Congress dated Aug. 29, 1916, 
and Feb. 28, 1931. Her dimensions are: 
Length 334 feet, extreme beam 34 feet 3 
inches, mean draft 9 feet 3 inches, stand- 
ard displacement 1,500 tons, keel laid 
Sept. 20, 1932. Probable date of com- 
pletion, Feb. 11, 1934. 

Comdr. Elliott Buckmaster, USN, on 
duty at the Navy Yard, Boston, Mass., 
has been ordered to duty in connection 
with the fitting out of the Farragut and 
in command when commissioned. Lt. 
Thomas O. McCarthy, USN, attached to 
the Navy Yard, Washington, D. C., will 
be executive officer when the vessel is 
commissioned.

In condemning the British Navy 
League for letting the “Open Letter” go 
unanswered, the Patriot declares that

attempt by Sir John Simon to advise the 
U. S. Government in order to aovid g 
naval race, to dispense with the cruiger 
program, which the nation deemed nee.

under the London Pact.” 

“Sir John Simon’s gratuitous advice” 
continued the British periodical, “qag 
reinforced by the arrival in the United 
States of Mr. Mann, preaching the wick. 
edness of that country indulging in nay} 
building and then by Mr. Hector By. 
water joining the chorus by telling 
America what kind of a navy she needg, 

“It is quite understandable that q 
feeling of irritation has been caused 
across the water.” 

Shortly after the 32-ship building pro. 
gram was announced in Washington last 
summer, it will be recalled, the British 
Government, in a note signed by Sir 
Joun Simon, requested that we recop. 
sider our decision to build addition) 
cruisers, although we were considerably 
below treaty limits and considerably be 
hind the British. The request wag 
turned down by this Government. Fol- 
lowing this episode, the U. 8S. Navy 
League, in an “Open Letter to the Brit. 
ish Navy League” criticized the action 
and asked that British propaganda seek- 
ing to influence our naval building be 
discontinued in the interests of better 
relations between the two nations. 

The British League made no answer 
to the letter, simply contenting them. 
selves with an acknowledgment that it 
“had been read with interest.”

Removal of restrictions of existing law 
venting officers of the Naval and Ma- 
rine Corps Reserve from acting as attor- 
peys or agents for prosecuting claims 
against the Government, was asked of 
Congress this week by the Navy De- 
ment. 

Some time ago the Solicitor of the 
Treasury Department rendered an opin- 
jon to the effect that Section 109 of the 
Criminal Code, which prohibits officers 
of the United States from acting as at- 
torneys or agents for prosecuting claims 
against the United States, applies to per- 
gns holding commissions in the Naval 
and Marine Corps Reserve, and that such 
persons will not be permitted to act as 
attorneys or agents to present claims 
before the Treasury Department. 

In transmitting a proposed bill to the 

ker of the House to remove this 
restriction, Secretary of the Navy 
Swanson declares: 

“The Navy Department desires that all 
pessible restrictions be lifted that tend 
to prevent desirable persons in civil life 
from accepting commissions in the Naval 
and Marine worps Reserve. This restric- 
tion was lifted as far as reserve officers 
of the Army are concerned by the enact- 
ment of Public Law No. 490 during the 
Tist Congress. 

“Officers of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve are by law permitted to 
accept employment in any civil branch 
of the public service. They receive pay 
and allowances in their status as reserve 
officers only during periods when they 
are on active duty. The proposed law 
excepts such officers from its provisions 
during the time they may be on active 
duty. The Navy Department believes 
that officers of the Naval and Marine 
Corps Reserve should be granted the 
same privileges in this respect as reserve 
officers of the Army.”

VO-Squadron Seven-M, during the past 
competition year, served six months in 
Nicaragua and six months with the Air- 
craft Squadrons at Quantico, Va. 

Observation Squadron Seven-M, during 
twelve months of active operations, flew 
3.519 hours without accident to person- 
nel material. This record is most 
noteworthy in that, from July 1, 1982, 
until Jan. 2, 1933, this squadron was on 
duty in the Republic of Nicaragua, 
where flying and landing-field conditions 
present far more chances for accidents, 
especially to materiel, than do conditions 
at most flying stations in the United 
States.

THE AMERICAN PEOPLE HAVE THE RIGHT and power to see that their 
servants are treated equitably and justly. To use the latter as a football of politics, 
to make savings at their expense while hundreds of millions are being scattered broad- 
cast with no return to the Government or very slight return, to add unbearably to 
hardships endured for years—these are not measures conducive to efficient and con- 
tented service, There is an obligation of loyalty from the top as well as from the bottom. 
“Kind words butter no parsnips,” and as the President and House Appropriations 
Committee are talking about the splendid men who make up the armed forces, 
the 15% pay cut is directed to continue in application. Moreover, scales of wages 
for civilians engaged upon government work—compare those for the CCC with those 
for enlisted men less 15%!—if applied throughout the Services would require not 
a reduction but an increase in pay even beyond that which officers and men be- 
lieve to be due to them for the high type of duty, military and civil, which they 
are rendering. 

The President told the Washington correspondents last week that the pay cut 
was contrary to his feelings and sense of justice. Yet when he talked with mem- 
bers of the House Appropriations Committee he advised them that economy and 
a balanced budget demanded that no action be taken beyond the 5% curtailment 
of the cut for the next fiscal year. Controlling the House as he does, this decision 
was confirmed in that Chamber, only, however, by a narrow margin. The Senate 
may prove more insistent. Our investigation of the attitude of that body discloses 
strong sentiment for the grant of relief. We hope that sentiment will be expressed 
in votes. Certainly it would be in line with public opinion generally. 


Now is the time for that public opinion to proclaim itself. If sufficiently 
vocal, the pay cut will be rescinded. Every civilian friend of the Services should 
telegraph or write and have his neighbors telegraph or write to their Senators 
and members urging them to correct an injustice harmful to the greater interests 
of the Nation. The time to act is now. Take it! Let the President and Congress 
know that the country will not tolerate ill-treatment of those upon whom it de- 
pends for protection in peace and war. 


THE HOUSE APPROPRIATIONS COMMITTEE in the Independent Offices 
Bill has taken a perfectly simple presidential proposal for the repeal of the pay 
freeze as applying to the Army, the Navy and the Marine Corps, and rewritten it 
in words which would require the Supreme Court to interpret. As far as we can 
understand the language, the Committee has maintained the pay freeze except 
in those comparatively few cases where increases of pay are incidental to promo- 
tion and has explicitly denied the back compensation due. As far as longevity 
pay or advancement to a higher pay period is concerned the committee would 
continue the present injustices. In other words, the committee has piled discrimi- 
nation upon discrimination, permitting some to get a portion of the pay to which 
they are entitled and continuing to deny it to the bulk. It has seized upon the 
the action of the President in recommending the exemption of the Services from 
the pay freeze—a recommendation not inspired in any way by them—to show that 
the Armed personnel is in no different situation from other Federal servants, and 
thus has sought to drive a wedge between the military and civil and thereby 
ease the pressure upon Congress for relief. Careful reading of the Budget message 
of the President discloses his view that the Services are “in a different category 
from those in other governmental agencies,” and that some of their members “have 
sustained reduction in compensation of more than 25%.” The report of the House 
Appropriations Committee on the Independent Offices Bill declares that the com- 
pehsation of the Services “has not been reduced to any greater extent” than that 
of the civilian employes. Aside from the fact that the latter received advances 
during good times while the pay of the Services remained practically stationary, 
there is no doubt of the accuracy of the President’s statement that reductions 
have been suffered by the armed forces in many cases to a far greater extent than 
is true of other Federal agencies. The House may approve the recommendation 
of the Committee, but Senator Sheppard as a member of the Senate Appropria- 
tions Committee undoubtedly will insist that legislation explicitly carrying out 
the President’s original point of view should be enacted. 


MAJOR GENERAL WILLIAM N. HASKBLL, COMMANDING the New York 
National Guard, has published in the current issue of the organization’s official 
organ, serious accusations touching the physical fitness of National Guard officers 
generally. He considers the physical examinations as conducted for the National 
Guard, “dishonest,” that they have been gone through in a “perfunctory” manner, 
and that the reports are “not worth the paper they are written on.” 

In connection with General Haskell’s demand that this matter is one the War 
Department should do something about, the Militia Bureau calls attention to a 
memorandum prepared last October by Col. H. H. Rutherford, MC, USA, in which 
that officer asserts that the record of the Bureau indicate that the National Guard, 
in physical examinations and subsequent action, compares “most favorably” with 
the Regular Army, General Haskell’s familiarity with conditions in New York 
State enables him to speak authoritatively of the personnel there, but the Militia 
Bureau insists his condemnation is too sweeping and does not apply to the organi- 
vation generally. General Haskell intends to practice what he preaches, and will 
convene immediately the necessary medical boards to examine every general, field 
and staff officer of his command to determine his fitness. The idea is one that 
could well be adopted in every State and doubtless will be encouraged by the 
Militia Bureau. The value of the National Guard depends upon physical as well 
as professional fitness, and should not be destroyed at the moment of emergency 
by the necessary retirement of officers found unable to serve.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


Navy Promotion Study—The study of the promotion stagnation in the lowér ranks 
of the Line of the Navy being made in the Bureau of Navigation will probably 
result in a recommendation that legislation be sought to extend the selection 
system downward. Acting upon directions from the Chief of the Bureau, the 
Planning Division of the Bureau of Navigation is making a survey of future pro- 
motion prospects in the grades of lieutenant and lieutenant commander. The study 
is actually being made by an informal board of officers and as the group is 
completing its work, a report is expected recommending the application of the sys- 
tem of selection for promotion to lieutenant commander and probably to lieutenant. 

The situation which will face the Navy within a few years makes some sort 
of change necessary, and the only possible solutions lie in increasing the per- 
centage of officers in the rank of commander, institution of selection upward or 
of the old “plucking” system. While the first named possibility might be deemed 
the most desirable by many officers, it is felt by many that the latter two are 
the only practical means, which might be adopted by Congress. Some change in 
the law is considered imperative, for when the Class of 1918 comes up for selec- 
tion four years from now, selection of only about one officer out of five will be 
possible. Approximately 250 officers will come up before the selection board that 
year who will be being considered for the first time and who will complete 21 
years service the following June, which makes them thereafter ineligible for selec- 
tion to commander unless placed on a retention. The next year the situation will 
be worse, for a group of about 580 officers will be in the same situation, coming 
up for their one chance at selection. This year the chances for selection will be 
about one in twelve, The condition will continue for several years thereafter due 
to the “hump” caused by the increase of the Navy during the World War. Another 
problem which will arise when lieutenants and lieutenant commanders who have 
not completed four years service complete 21 years commissioned service. Under 
the law, they will then be ineligible for selection to commander because they have 
had more than 21 years service, without ever being eligible for consideration by 
a selection board. 











The “Modified” Pay Freeze—As reported out in the Independent Offices Appropria- 
tions Bill the Pay Freeze provision in plain language seems to be intended to ac- 
complish the following during the fiscal year ending June 30, 1935: 

(a) To continue the Pay Freeze insofar as longevity pay and advancement 
to a higher pay period is concerned ; 

(b) To remove the Pay Freeze for the six uniformed services insofar as any 
increase of pay incidental to promotion of commissioned and warrant personnel 
is concerned. 

Briefly the reasons for not following the President's original recommendation, 
as stated in the Committee's report, are: 

(a) That Congress never intended to deny increase of compensation due to 
promotion; and that when advancement in grade carries an increase in compensa- 
tion the increase should be allowed, 

(b) That all six uniformed services should be treated alike. 

(c) That the proposed change accords with the general practice in the civil 
services where one promoted from a lower to a higher position to fill a vacancy is 
now granted the increase in compensation incidental to such promotion. 

(d) That this proposed amendment “will remove existing inequalities, will 
avoid discrimination and will place, as near as possible, all officers and employees 
of the Government—nmnilitary, quasi-military, and civil—upon an equal footing so 
far as prohibition of automatic increases in compensation is concerned.” 

It is, of course, obvious that like treatment should be accorded the uniformed 
services. However, the Committee’s attempt to accomplish this is a striking ex- 
ample of an attempt to correct injustices by those who have but a shadowy com- 
prehension of the subject with which they are dealing. While it does afford some 
welcome relief to certain relatively small groups, in turn it magnifies injustices 
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now existing and creates new and even greater inequalities. A few of the latter 
are: (longevity not considered for it applies to all alike) 

(a) In the Army the major portion of non-promotion list officers recejye 
increases in compensation on promotion rather than by length of service due tg 
the fact that their promotion by service in grade is more rapid than pay-periog 
increases. This is shown clearly by the following table:

Due to the abnormally slow promotion now existing in the Army, the major 
portion of promotion-list officers are dependent for compensation increases on pay 
period increases rather than on promotion. As shown by the above table these 
pay period increases are considerably slower than promotion increases for the 
non-promotion hist, save only the Medical Administrative Corps. . Consequently the 
promotion-list officers, the major portion of the commissioned personne! of the 
Army, must serve longer for their salary increases and now under the Pay 
Freeze when they reach such increases they are denied them. 

A few concrete cases to illustrate: Promotion list first lieutenants now being 
promoted to the grade of captain have about 15 years’ service, while non-promo- 
tion list officers receive such promotion in 3, 5, 7, and 10 years. This shows there 
are many promotion list first lieutenants who since June 30, 1932, have completed 
10 years’ service and normally would have passed into the third pay period. They 
must wait, however, until the Pay Freeze is removed, or until they are promoted, 
which latter event will not materialize for another 5 years. But their more for- 
tunate non-promotion list comrades will pass into the third pay period by promo 
tion, and may pass on to the fourth pay period by promotion to major or even 
less service. 

The same situation exists in the grades of second lieutenant, captain and major. 
A promotion list second lieutenant, including all of the combatant branches, must 
wait from 6 to 7 years for entry into the second pay period by promotion, while 
a second lieutenant of the Veterinary Corps reaches it in 3 years. 

(b) In the Navy there will be many cases of injustice, for in some grades 
there is still a lag of promotion behind pay period increase. However, the Navy is 
more fortunate in its promotion situation than the Army, being from 3 to 8 years 
farther advanced, the injustices are not fully comparable to those of the Army, 

It is computed that the amendment would have beneficial effect on only the 
following in the Navy: about 25 captains of the academy classes of 1899-1902 on 
being promoted to be rear admirals, $300 each per year; 78 commanders, classes 
of 1907 to 1908, on being promoted to be captains, $28 each; 85 lieutenant com- 
manders of the classes of 1912-1913 on being promoted to be commanders, $915 
each; 173 lieutenants, class 1919, on being pronioted to be lieutenant commanders, 
$1,179 each; and 297 lieutenants (jg), class of 1924, on being promoted to be lieu- 
tenants, $680 each. These sums per year are computed on the basis of every one 
drawing dependents allowances. 

Of course, by no means all of the non-promotion list of the Army will be 
benefited, for all of them will not receive promotion during the period. And due to 
the clause, “but in calculating pay and allowances of the rank to which promoted 
service after June 30, 1932, and before July 1, 1935, shall not be included,” (the 
provision intended to deny longevity), some who are promoted from major to 
lieutenant colenel will receive no increase, for the reason that although they may 
count service since June 30, 1932, to make up the 20 years required for promo- 
tion to lieutenant colonel, for pay purposes they will not be lieutenant colonels of 
over 20 years’ service, hence will not enter the fifth pay period. 

Aside from these it will require an examination of each case to determine those 
who will be benefited. Generally speaking, however, the following, applying to the 
Army, is believed to be fairly accurate: 

(a) Second lieutenants junior to the Class of ’27, who have been or will be 
promoted will pass into second pay period. This includes those commissioned be 
tween the Classes of "27 and ’28, the Class of ’28, those commissioned between the 
Classes of ’28 and ’29, and probably one-half of the Class of ’29. The benefit will 
run from a day to the full year, probably some 150 receiving the full year’s benefit, 
and about 300 with gradually diminishing benefits. 

(b) First lieutenants promoted to captain will receive no increase, since they 
are already in the third pay period on 10 years’ service prior to the Pay Freez. 

(c) Some captains promoted to major will enter the fourth pay period, but 
others will not be benefited since they already are in the fourth pay period ™ 
17 years’ service prior to the Pay Freeze. 

(d) A small number of majors, those who entered in 
service, will enter the fifth pay period. 

It would appear that the total number of non-promotion list officers to be 
benefited will be considerably less than 1,000, and one-third of these for only 
portions of the year. 

The Committee states that Congress placed “all six services practically on a 
equal footing” by the Pay Act, and “feels that it should not apply a different 
rule to any of such services.” This would have merit of the application of the 
rule which they offer would accomplish this equality. They overlook that the 
equity of the Pay Act rests on two pillars, promotion and pay period. The Navy 
and the Army non-promotion lists rest almost entirely on the promotion pillar 
the promotion list of the Army on the pay-period pillar. Both pillars were remov 
by the Pay Freeze. The Committee proposes to restore one, the promotion pillar, 
but to leave those dependent on the other still out on the Pay Freeze limb.

The Philippine Question—Maj. Gen. William C. Rivers, USA-Ret., has in a recent 
of the N. Y. Times a brief article on the strategic problem involved in re- 
ining the Philippines. He holds that an outpost at Manila, 7,000 miles from our 
pase at San Francisco, and 5,000 miles from our advanced base at Hawaii, is apt to 
pecome a liability to the United States and to the Philippines, for the reason that 
Manila lies within 1,500 miles of oversea bases, or home ports, of three first class 
ers with great fleets. “The paradox of the Pacific,” Gen. Rivers believes, “is 
that by freeing the Philippines we maintain reasonable sea power in that ocean.” 
and, “Is not this the only practical way to protect the Philippine State, if for 
reasons of our Own under some particular circumstances we choose to do so.” 
General Rivers also has a letter in the N. Y. Times advocating the grouping 
of the Executive Departments at Washington under three additional Cabinet officers, 
in order to reduce the congestion of the Federal business at the top. He adds 
that several European States have Cabinet officers with and without portfolios, 
and with widely varying salaries and positiuns. And in the N. Y. Herald Tribune 
of a recent date, an article on lynching, alleging that little is gained by the mere 
denunciation of lynching, and advocating affirmative and constructive suggestions 
as to the best means to eliminate the execution of accused persons without a hearing 
oratrial. General Rivers recommends an amendment to the Constitution providing 
for briefer and more speedy trials of persons accused of certain crimes. 


Warfare Board—Under a revision of Army Regulations No. 50-10 the 
guthorized composition of the Chemical Warfare Board is increased to five mem- 
vers. The board considers such subjects pertaining to the Chemical Warfare Ser- 
vice as may be referred to it by the Chief of the Service and originates and submits 
to the Chief of the Service recommendations looking to the improvement of the 
Service. 

Under the revised regulations the Board will consist of the following permanent 
members: Not less than two nor more than five officers stationed at Edgewood 
Arsenal to be designated by the Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service, two of 
whom shall not be available for duties other than those authorized by the Chief 
of the Chemical Warfare Service; the senior of these two will be designated the 
executive and the junior, the assistant executive of the Board; and an officer on 
duty in the office of the Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service to be designated 
by the Chief of the Chemical Warfare Service; and the following advisory members, 
the Technical Director, Edgewood Arsenal; the Assistant Commandant, Chemical 
Warfare School; and the Commanding Officer, First Chemical Regiment. 


Marine Corps Promotion Bill—In re-submitting the Marine Corps personnel bill 
to the present Congress, the Secretary of the Navy states: 

“The Navy Department considers that this proposed Marine Corps personnel 
legislation is a matter of paramount importance to the officers of the Marine Corps 
individually and to the welfare and efficiency of the Marine Corps generally in 
view of the constantly increasing seriousness of the situation in regard to stagna- 
tlon of promotion. It is believed that the solution of the problem lies in the adop- 
tion of a system similar to that embraced in the line officers personnel legislation 
eacted March 3, 1931, Public No. 784, with such modification as is necessary to 
meet the different conditions obtaining in the Marine Corps. The accompanying 
draft is designed to accomplish the purpose desired so far as may be practicable 
without involving additional cost. * * * 

“The Marine Corps would not derive all of the benefits now enjoyed by the 
Navy under existing laws, but the stagnation which now exists would be greatly 
relieved, only the more efficient officers would be promoted, and officers who have 
already served too long in grade would assume new .rank and duties more in 
keeping with age and length of service. This would undoubtedly result in renewed 
professional interest and increased efficiency.” 

The measure was drafted at Marine Corps Headquarters two years ago and 
submitted to the 71st Congress. As originally prepared the bill gave practical 
parity with the Navy in the matter of promotion. However, due to fiscal objec- 
tions, a provision was placed in the bill by which lieutenant colonels and majors 
shall not be retired by reason of having reached 28 and 21 years service respec- 
tively and not be on a promotion list. It was also provided that officers promoted 
by reason of the act receive the pay of the rank from which promoted until the 
time they would have been promoted under the existing law. These two limitations 
were placed in one section and it is the intention to later repeal this proviso when 
economic conditions permit an increase in the Marine Corps expenditures. In the 
form that it is at present, the bill was favorably reported to the House in the last 
Congress following hearings by the naval committee, Chairman Vinson of the 
committee declared this week that he intends to bring up the measure before his 
committee at this session. 

Based on an actual] strength of 1,030 commissioned officers (plus 1 additional 
humber), the proposed bill would create 1 additional line general, 5 additional 
colonels, 38 additional lieutenant colonels, and 31 additional majors, and would 
result in the promotion of 2 brigadier generals to major general (line), 1 brigadier 
seheral to major general (staff), 1 colonel to brigadier general (line), 6 lieutenant 
lonels to colonel, 44 majors to lieutenant colonel, 75 captains to major, 55 first 
liettenants to captain, and approximately 90 second lieutenants to first lieutenant.

The accompanying bill, section 21, title 
II, continues this legislation for the next 
fiscal year in the same form as now 
operative with the important change 
that the maximum percentage of com- 
pensation reduction during the fiscal 
year 1935 shall not exceed 10 as com- 
pared with a maximum of 15 during the 
present fiscal year. The Budget esti- 
mates have been prepared and submitted 
on the basis of the restoration of 5 per- 
cent of the present reduction commenc- 
ing July 1, next. The Budget estimates 
are, therefore, on a 90 percent salary 
basis. In the event the cost of living in- 
dices show for either 6 months’ period 
of the fiscal year 1935 that a lower per- 
centage of compensation reduction than 
10 should be announced by the Presi- 
dent, the bill contains authority for the 
various departments and establishments 
to incur deficiencies in their respective 
uppropriations (with the approval of the 
President and in the amount he may 
specify) to the extent required only to 
meet the added pay load necessitated by 
u drop in the percentage of compensa- 
tion reduction below 10. The deficiency 
authorization provision is amply safe- 
guarded, is methodical and businesslike, 
and will cover the contingency should it 
arise. 

The amount necessary for the restora- 
tion of the 5 percent on the basis of the 
Budget as submitted for 1935 is $63,- 
217,409, exclusive of the legislative 
branch, A restoration of the entire 15 





sentatives, Delegates, and Resident Com- 
missioners, and that of the officers and 
employees of Congress and others under 
the legislative establishment is placed 
for 1935 upon the same basis of pay re- 
duction as that applicable to officers and

views as of the most paramount impor- 
tance this action, through which salaries 
will be returned to their basic status on 
July 1, 1934. 

“To achieve this end, the National 
legislative Council and its constituent 
organizations already have begun an in- 
tensive, nation-wide campaign, extending 
to thousands of communities in every 
section of the United States. Pledges of 
gholehearted support have been received 
by the council not only from the far- 
fung memberships of the organization, 
from scores of members of Congress, but 
likewise from wage earners and business 
men throughout the land. 

“4 basic injustice has been done. It 
jg planned to continue that basic injus- 
tice. The National Legislative Council 
will leave no stone unturned to bring 
about the full and complete restoration 
of Federal wages on July 1, 1934, and 
it will concentrate its strength to legis- 
jative means clearly indicated in the 
dreumstances.” 





Pay Cut Supporting Data 

The action of the President in con- 
tinuing the 15 per cent pay cut until 
June on the basis of the cost of living 
index prepared for him by the Labor 
Department has centered interest on the 
figures compiled by that department. 
The following report on “changes in 
the cost of living June to December, 
1933," was given out this week at the 
labor Department. It is explained that 
although the report shows an increase 
of 5.2 per cent since June it was on a 
comparison with the figures of 1928 that 
the pay cut was based. 

Changes in Cost of Living 

“The Department of Labor’s general 
index of the cost of living for families 
of wage earners and lower salaried 
workers registered an increase of 5.2 per 
cent during the six months’ period end- 
ing December, 1933, according to an an- 
nouncement made Thursday by Isador 
Lubin, Commissioner of the Bureau of 
Labor Statistics. The index, based on 
the average for the year 1913 as 100.0, 
was 135.0 for December as compared 
with 128.3 for June, 1933, and 132.1 for 
December, 1932. The survey made by 
the bureau covers 32 cities widely scat- 
tered throughout the United States. 

“The cost of every group of items 
induded in the cost of living budget, 
except rents, showed an increase during 
the six month’s period,’ Mr. Lubin stated. 
The largest rise occurred in the house- 
hold furnishing goods group, where there 
was an increase of 11.6 per cent between 
June and December. Clothing costs ad- 
vaneed by 11.5 per cent, food by 9.1 per 
cent, fuel and light by 7.2 per cent and 
miscellaneous items, which include med- 
leal and dental services, drugs, laundry, 
transportation, etc., by slightly less than 
1 per cent. Rents declined by 4.3 per 
cent.’ : 

“In the 32 cities covered the greatest 
rise occurred in Norfolk, Va., where 
living costs advanced by 8 per cent. 
Jacksonville, Fla., showed the second 
largest net gain by increasing 7.4 per 
ent. Washington, D. C., Richmond, Va., 
ind Scranton, Pa., showed an advance 
*t 6% per cent. Other cities increasing 
6 per cent or more were Baltimore, De- 
irolt, Mobile, Philadelphia, Portland, 
Maine, and Savannah.

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“Food costs showed advances in all 
cities covered by the bureau. The smal- 
iest increase was reported for Seattle, 
where they rose by slightly more than 
1% per cent. Cities which increased 12 
per cent or more were Baltimore, Jack- 
sonville, Minneapolis, Norfolk, Richmond 
and Savannah, with Norfolk showing the 
greatest rise, which amounted to nearly 
15 per cent. 

“Clothing, which increased by an 
average of 11% per cent, showed marked 
advances everywhere. The smallest in- 
creases, slightly more than 7 per cent, 
occurred in Cincinnati and Denver. The 
largest was shown for San Francisco, 
where clothing prices moved upward by 
16 per cent. 

“The increases for the housefurnish- 
ings group, where the greatest average 
rise took place, varied from less than 
7 per cent in Portland, Me., to more than 
19 per cent in Jacksonville, Fla. 

“Comparing December, 1933, with De- 
cember of a year ago, the general index 
shows an increase of 2.2 per cent, 
Among the 32 cities covered, Houston, 
Texas, shows the greatest increase over 
the year with an advance of 5.1 per 
cent. The next largest increase during 
the period, was shown for Washington, 
D. C., where the index advanced by 4.6 
per cent. Jacksonville, where there was 
a rise of 4.1 per cent was the only other 
city where the index increased by more 
than 4 per cent. Kansas City was the 
only city showing no change in the gen- 
eral level during the twelve months. 
Three cities showed minor decreases as 
follows: Los Angeles and Portland, Ore., 
two-tenths of 1 per cent, and Minneap- 
olis, one-tenth of 1 per cent. 

“When compared with the average for 
December, 1927, and June, 1928, the gen- 
eral cost of living index for the United 
States for December, 1933, shows a de- 
crease of 21.1 per cent. Detroit, Mich., 
and Birmingham, Ala., experienced the 
largest decrease with a fall of 27.6 per 
cent. The smallest decrease occurred in 
Portland, Me., where living costs for the 
average wage earner’s family fell by 17.4 
per cent. During this period rents fell 
by 34.5 per cent for the country as a 
whole. Food declined by 31.6 per cent, 
housefurnishings by 18.8 per cent, cloth- 
ing by 17.9 per cent, fuel and light by 
11.6 per cent. Miscellaneous’ items 
showed a decrease of 4.6 per cent. 

“Of all the important items in the 
family budget, rent showed the largest 
average decrease since the first half of 
1928. The decreases ranged from 56.9 
per cent in Birmingham, Ala., to approx- 
imately 14 per cent in Washington, D. ©, 
The drop in food prices varied from 36 
per cent in Atlanta, Ga., to 27.1 per cent 
in San Francisco. 

During this same period the largest 
decline in the cost of household furnish- 
ings took place in Birmingham, where 
a fall of 26.2 per cent was registered. 
In Portland, Me., the decrease was 12.9 
per cent. Clothing costs fell most mark- 
edly in Chicago, where a drop of 23.8 
per cent occurred. Mobile, Ala., showed 
the smallest decline, 11 per cent. 

“Fuel and light costs declined by 27.1 
per cent in Mobile, as contrasted with 
an actual rise of 1 per cent in Cincinnati, 
Miscellaneous items remained virtually 
unchanged in Baltimore, St. Louis and 
Washington, D. C., where decreases of 
less than 1 per cent were shown. In 
Detroit they dropped by 10.9 per cent, 
while in Portland, Me., an increase of 
3.5 per cent occurred. 

“The following tables show changes in 
the cost of living in December, 1933, as 
compared with specified preceding dates, 
and for the several groups of items.” 

In addition the following report to 
the Secretary of Labor, Frances Perkins, 
on cost of living in Washington, D. C., 
was made public: 

“To The Secretary of Labor 
“From Isador Lubin, Commissioner of 
Labor Statistics 

“During the past four months the Bu- 
reau of Labor Statistics, in accordance 
with your instructions, has been engaged 
in a survey of the cost of living for Fed- 
eral employees in the District of Colum- 
bia. This investigation was made in co- 
operation with the Bureau of Home Eco 
nomics of the Department of Agricul- 
ture. Dr. Faith Williams of the Bureau 
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of Home Economics was in direct charge 
of the study. In conducting the survey, 
immeasurable aid was furnished by the 
Committee on Government Statistics and 
Information Services of the American 
Statistical Association and the Social 
Science Research Council, and by the 
Consumers’ Advisory Board of the Na- 
tional Recovery Administration. The 
Women’s Bureau and the Children’s Bu- 
reau of the Department of Labor and 
an Interdepartmental Committee on Re- 
tail Prices, consisting of representatives 
of the various Federal agencies, have 
cooperated in the field work. 

“The cost of living of Federal em- 
ployees in the District of Columbia has 
been determined for the first six months 
of 1928 and for December 1933. 

“As a basis for this determination, 
information was obtained on the expendi- 
tures of different types of Federal em- 
ployees at both dates, through detailed 
schedules filled out in personal interview 
with employees whose names were 
chosen by lot, and through two ques- 
tionnaires, one sent to all employees and 
one to a large sample of employees 
whese names were likewise chosen by lot. 

“From these data the quantity and 
the cost of different goods and services 
purchased by Federal employees in the 
first six months of 1928 have been ascer- 
tained. The cost of the same bill of 
goods and services in December 1933 has 
been computed, and index numbers have 
been calculated showing relative costs 
of the two periods. Prices have been 
collected which will make it possible to 
calculate living costs in March 19838, but 
they have not yet been summarized. 

“Taking costs in the first six months 
of 1928 as 100, the index of the average 
cost of living for all Federal employees 
in the District for December 1933 was 
85.4, showing a decline of 14.6 per cent. 

“In addition to the index for all em- 
ployees, separate indexes have been com- 
puted for the families of three categories 
of employees—custodial, with salaries 
less than $2,500, others with salaries 
below $2,500; and employees with sal- 
aries of $2,500 or more. An index was 
also computed for single individuals liv- 
ing in rented rooms, of whom there are 
about ten thousand. The indexes for 
these groups are as follows:

“It will be noted that the cost of liv- 
ing of Federal employees living as single 
individuals in rented rooms has not de- 
clined since 1928 to the same extent as 
the cost for employees living in family 
groups and keeping house. This differ- 
ence is attributable to the fact that the 
cost of meals in restaurants has not fal- 
len as much as the cost of unprepared 
food purchased to be eaten at home. 

“It is significant to emphasize the fact 
that the decline of 16.6 per cent in the 
cost of living of the custodial group cor- 
responds rather closely to the decline 
for the families of wage-earners and of 
the lower-salaried workers in the Dis- 
trict of Columbia as secured through our 
regular semi-annual cost of living sur- 
vey. Although the latter index shows 
an increase of 6.5 per cent between June 
and December 1933, it is still 17.9 per 
cent below the average of the index for 
December 1927 and June 1928. 

“Taking the wage-earning and lower- 
salaried family groups for the United 
States as a whole, the cost of living in- 
dex showed an average increase of 5.2 
per cent during the past six months. 
As compared with the average for the 
first six months of 1928, the index shows 
a decline in living costs for the thirty- 
two cities covered by the Bureau of 21.1 
per cent.”

The Budget proposed a restoration of 
automatic increases in compensation of 
the commissioned and other personnel of 
the Army, Navy, and Marine Corps and 
continued the prohibition against such 
increases for all of the other services in 
the automatic-promotion group. 

The establishments affected and the 
amounts that it would be necessary to 
appropriate to remove the suspension as 
to all on the basis of 90 percent of the 
amounts normally payable, according to 
figures supplied by the Bureau of the 
Budget, are as follows:

The committee feels that in continu- 
ing the general economy legislation for 
the fiscal year 1985 there should not be 
a total relaxation in the prohibition 
against automatic promotions and that 
whatever is done continuing the prohi- 
bition in that respect should be based 
upon equal treatment to all persons in 
all the automatic groups. The ban upon 
automatic promotions is, therefore, con- 
tinued for the next fiscal year, modified 
in one respect to correct an injustice re- 
sulting more from interpretation than 
from legislative intent, the explanation 
of which appears hereinafter. 

The pertinent provision it is proposed 
to continue does not exempt the Army, 
Navy, and Marine Corps, as proposed by 
the Budget submission. These three ser 
vices were companions of the Coast 
Guard, the Public Health Service, and 
the Coast and Geodetic Survey in the 
Joint Pay Act of June 10, 1922 (U. 8S. C., 
title 87), and Congress then placed all 
six services practically on an equal foot- 
ing with respect to rates of pay and al- 
lowances, and the committee feels that 
it should not apply a different rule to 
any of such services irrespective of the 
merits such proposal may or may not 
have. 

The Army, Navy, and Marine Corps, 
and their companion services, the Coast 
Guard, Public Health Service, and Coast 
and Geodetic Survey, have all been sim- 
ilarly affected by economy measures, 
and, as regards the measure of reduc- 
tion that has occurred in their pay and 
allowances, they are not in any different 
situation than other Federal servants, 
Their compensation has not been reduced 
to any greater extent. Like other ser- 
vices to which automatic promotions ap- 
ply, they have been denied the increases 
that would have resulted therefrom, but 
that is not money they actually were 
receiving and therefore should not be 
looked upon strictly as a reduction, 

Irrespective of our appreciation of the 
splendid personnel composing our mill- 
tary and naval forces, the committee be- 
lieves that the House would not wish 
to single them out for preferential treat- 
ment over other loyal and efficient pub- 
lic servants in other services under the 
departments of the Government herein- 
before enumerated who are also denied 
automatic increases of pay. 

It has been brought to the attention 
of the committee that the existing econ- 
omy legislation denying automatic in- 
creases has been construed as applying 
to increases within the six “commis- 
sioned” services upon advancement in 
rank. That is, where an officer passes 
from a lower to a higher rank, he may 
have the rank but not the pay attached 


thereto, if the change normally would 
entail a higher rate of pay. Whether 
the advancement in rank in all cases 


means a change of duties or responsi- 
bilities or not, it is fair to assume that 
it does and it is not believed that it was 
the intention of Congress to deny the 
pay the law provides for each rank un- 
der the conditions applicable in any 
given case.

Would Amend War Rank Act 


Amendment of the War-time Rank 
Act of 1930, to prohibit persons who 
have subsequently left the service under 
other than honorable circumstances from 
bearing the official title or wearing the 
uniform of their highest war-time rank 
was asked by the Navy Department this 
week of Congress. 
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National Guard Notes 

The authority of the War Department 
to withdraw Federal recognition from a 
member of the National Guard drawing 
disability pay from the Government is 
challenged in a suit brought in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Columbia 
this week. 

Brig. Gen. Ransom H. Gillett, N. Y. 
NG, petitions the Supreme Court for a 
writ of mandamus to compel Secretary 
of War Dern and Chief of the National 
Guard Bureau, Maj. Gen. George HE. 
Leach, to restore him to the status of 
a Federally recognized brigadier general 
in the New York National Guard and to 
issue to him a commission in the newly 
created National Guard of the United 
States. He challenges the right of the 
War Department to withdraw Federal 
recognition under the authority of the 
Act of March 4, 1933, which he contends 
is illegally construed by the Department. 

That statute, the War Department ap- 
propriation act for the current year, 
contains the following provision: 

“No part of the appropriations made 
in this Act shall be available for pay, 
allowances, or traveling or other ex- 
penses of any officer or enlisted man of 
the National Guard who may be draw- 
ing a pension, disability allowance, dis- 
ability compensation, or retired pay from 
the Government of the United States: 
Provided, That nothing in this provision 
shall be so construed as to prevent the 
application of funds herein contained to 
the pay, allowances, or traveling ex- 
penses of any officer or enlisted man of 
the National Guard who may surrender 
said pension, disability allowance, disa- 
bility compensation, or retired pay for 
the period of his service in the National 
Guard; Provided further, That present 
adjutants general who may be drawing 
such emoluments may be continued in 
a federally recognized status without 
pay under this Act.” 

Until June 30, 1933, General Gillett 
had been a Federally recognized briga- 
dier general of the New York National 
Guard and also is carried on the Emer- 
gency Officers’ Retired List as a major. 
He had been drawing pay as a National 
Guardsman in addition to his retired 
pay, a not uncommon occurrence. In 
pursuance to the above quoted legisla- 
tion, General Leach issued directions 
last spring to the Adjutants Generals 
of the various states that all members 
of the National Guard drawing pension, 
retired pay, or disability allowance of 
any kind from the United States must 
surrender such compensation during 
their service with the Guard or “be 
eliminated from the National Guard.” 
An opinion of the Judge Advocate Gen- 
eral of the Army was rendered support- 
ing this construction of the law. 

General Gillett protested against the 
construction and proposed action, offer- 
ing to surrender his drill and field pay 
for the year 1934. He contended and 
now urges on the court that the military 
law of the State of New York provides 
the only way in which he may be “elim- 
inated from the National Guard,” and 
that the action of the War Department 
is contrary to Clause 18, Sec. 8, Art. I 
of the U. 8S. Constitution, and to Sec. 
74 of the National Defense Act. The 
War Department holds, however, that 
a member of the National Guard can- 
not surrender his drill or training pay 
and remain in a Federally recognized 
status, and withdrew General Gillett’s 
federal recognition after he refused to 
give up his retired pay and the Adju- 
tant General of New York refused to 
request his Federal recognition be with- 
drawn. 

The petition has been set for a hear- 
ing in the Motions Court of the D. C. 
Supreme Court on Jan. 16. Considerable 
interest has been aroused over the ac- 
tion in view of the others in the same 
situation.

News of Army Reserves 


Wanted : A new and better designation 
for the “Auxiliary Reserve.” The Re 
serve Officers Association of the United 
States wants the name changed and is 
open to suggestions. It is pointed out by 
the Association that the selection of 
terms designating sections of the Officers 
Reserve Corps are, with but one excep 
tion, clearly indicative of the particular 
arm or service. This exception is the 
Auxiliary Reserve. Transfer to the Aux- 
iliary is made for one of three reasons: 
attainment of the statutory age of &, 
upon the officer’s own application after 
twenty years of service, or through a 
disqualifying disability, incurred through 
other than his own misconduct. 

“The majority of officers commissioned 
in this branch,” the Association points 
out, “are former World War officers upon 
whom Father Time has relentlessly laid 
his hand. These officers have, by their 
sacrifices and proven patriotism, ren 
dered themselves eligible for a more ap 
propriate designation than one usually 
applied to women’s organizations, laud- 
able though they may be. We want 4 
word—a name—a term that better de 
scribes this Section.”

The ROA is requesting the War De 
partment to institute a special study 
with a view to preventing the penalizing 
officers who through no fault of thelr 
own are not promoted.

They object @ 
the term ‘Auxiliary’ because it is 1 
often associated with women’s organi 
tions.” 
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May Consider Generals Bill 
Representative J, J. McSwain, chair- 
of the House Committee on Mili-

The proposed bill provides: 


“The President is authorized to desig- 
pate four general officers of the line of 
the Army for command of Armies, and, 
after being so designated, from the date 
of assuming such command until relieved 
therefrom, each shall have the rank and 
title of general, and shall reeeive the 
pay and allowances of a major general, 
and in addition thereto, the personal 
money allowance prescribed by law for 
madmiral. They shall take rank among 
themselves according to their permanent 
commissions in the Army. The grade of 
general is hereby authorized and con- 
tinued for the purpose of this proviso.” 

*The War Department gives the fol- 
lowing reasons for enactment of the 
measure : 

The reorganization of the peace-time 
nilitary establishment, subsequent to 
the World War, under the provisions of 
section 3 of the act approved June 4, 
1920, provided an organizational frame- 
work capable of rapid expansion in time 
of necessity. This organization provided 
tactical units, active and inactive, up to 
Indude the division. For purposes of 
administration, training and tactical 
control, the continental United States 
was divided into corps area on a basis 


of military population. Under this or- 
ganization, mobilization and procure- 
ment plans have been developed. The 


time then arrived for the organization 
of field armies, as contemplated in the 
law, as a further step in the prepara- 
tion for the utilization of the fighting 
forces in possible theatres of operations. 
Four field armies were therefore created 
August 9, 1932, whose purposes are: 

(a) To provided appropriate agencies 
to complete the development of war 
plans prepared by the War Department 
genera! staff. 

(b) To provide commanders for high 
tnits and their staffs, prepared to take 
the field and execute the plans prepared 
by them. 

(ec) To provide agencies for the con- 
duct of command post and other suitable 
peace-time training exercises. 

(ad) To provide as a preliminary step 
to any general mobilization an adequate 
force, within the minimum of time with 
the maximum of training, sufficient to 
Motect any general mobilization that 
May be necessary. 

{e) To provide a force sufficient to 
handle all emergencies short of a gen- 
‘ral mobilization.

On March 3, 1915, by act of Congress, 
the commanders of the Atlantic fleet, of 
the Pacific fleet, and of the Asiatic fleet, 
were, while serving as such, given the 
title and rank of admiral and the second 
in command of these respective fleets 
were given the rank and title of vice- 
admiral. This law was amended by the 
act of May 22, 1917, whereby the Presi- 
dent is authorized to designate six offi- 
cers of the Navy for the command of 
fleets or subdivisions thereof, and, after 
being so designated from the date of as- 
suming such command and, until relin- 
quishing thereof, not more than three of 
such officers shall each have the rank 
and pay of an admiral, and the others 
shall each have the rank and pay of a 
vice admiral. The amendment was for 
the purpose of abolishing the geogra- 
phical designation of the admirals with 
any specific fleet. At present the assign- 
ment of the admirals and vice admirals, 
other than the chief of naval operations, 
follows: 

1 admiral, commander in chief of the 
U. 8. fleet. 

1 admiral, commander in chief of the 
battle forces, U. S. fleet. 

1 admiral, commander in chief of the 
Asiatic fleet.

as the Congress saw the necessity for 
providing similar grades for the chief of 
staff of the Army and the chief of naval 
operations, so should it provide similar 
grades for commanders of armies and 
commanders in chief of fleets.

Advancement in rank, under the pe- 
culiar and complicated pay law apply- 
ing to the several commissionad ser- 
vices does not always carry with it an 
increase of pay. The length of service 
factor enters into the question. But 
where, under the law, considering such 
factor, increased rank carries increased 
pay, the committee believes that the 
spirit and intent of the law, if not the 
letter, should be complied with. That ac- 
cords with the general practice in the 
civil services where officers and employ- 
ees of the Government who may, un- 
der existing and proposed economy laws, 
receive an increase in compensation 
when that increase is incidental to a 
promotion resulting from the filling of a 
vacancy by advancement from a lower 
to a higher position. 

Consequently, the section touching au- 
tomatic promotions which is proposed to 
reenact has been modified to insure that 
officers advanced in rank shall receive 
such increase, if any, as may be attached 
to the new rank, but limiting the com- 
putation of longevity pay to the number 
of increments earned as of June 30, 
1932. Longevity pay falls in the class 
of automatic increases and the amend- 
ment does not propose to disturb the 
suspension of increases normally flow- 
ing from length of service. 

The provision dealing with automatic 
promotions if reenacted as amended, 
will remove existing inequalities, will 
avoid discrimination, and will place, as 
near as possible, all officers and employ- 
ees of the Government—military, quasi- 
military, and civil—upon an equal foot- 
ing so far as prohibition of automatic 
increases in compensation is concerned 
during the fiscal year 1935 .

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Navy Seeks Merchant Vessels 


Legislation permitting the President 
to take over “any merchant vessel] regis- 
tered, enrolled or licensed under the 
laws of the United States” when in his 
opinion a national emergency is immi- 
nent, has been submitted to Congress 
by the Navy Department. 

Under the present law, vessels other 
than Shipping Board craft, ships con- 
structed with Government loans or hold- 
ing ocean mail contracts, can only be 
taken over for naval use in war time. 

“The prompt procurement for use as 
naval auxiliaries of a large number of 
merchant ships at the outset of war is 
essential to the national defense,” Acting 
Secretary of the Navy Roosevelt declares 
in a letter to the Speaker of the House. 
“The numbers of certain essential types 
of merchant ships available under pres- 
ent laws for early seizure do not meet 
the requirements. If the proposed legis- 
lation is passed there will be made avail- 
able to the President a larger field of 
selection for early procurement and this 
will reduce the delays and difficulties of 
procurement of satisfactory types of 
merchant vessels.” 

Similar legislation was introduced in 
the 72nd Congress but failed of enact- 
ment.

Confirmation of several hundred recess 
appointments and promotions in the 
gmy has been held up in the Senate 
the result of an objection to the con- 
jmation of Brig. Gen. Harold B. Fiske, 
be a major general, filed by Senator 
warren R. Austin of Vt. 

The committee, met with this opposi- 
jm, agreed to appoint a special sub- 
gmittee to consider and investigate 
jmeral Fiske’s appointment. In the 
pantime the whole slate of nominations 
being held up. Senator Sheppard, 
dairman of the Senate Military Affairs 
(ommittee, expects to name the special 
akommittee and the investigation will 
giunder way next week. Senators Reed 
@Pa. and Coolidge of Mass. will be on 
the subcommittee and Senator Sheppard 
imself will probably be a third member. 
Senator Austin told the JourNnat fol- 
lowing the meeting that his opposition to 
General Fiske’s nomination was based 
won objections to his “personal fitness 
peommand.” He said that he had been 
fynished with a voluminous document 
gving evidence of this so-called unfitness 
dawn from General Fiske’s record. The 
gidence, he said, had been furnished 
him by Brig. Gen. Alfred Starbird, USA- 
Ret, who now resides in Burlington, Vt. 
General Starbird’s action is said to 
gow out of a row of ten years ago, which 
isdescribed by friends of General Fiske 


# being of a personal nature. While 
the subcommittee has not yet met to 
investigate Senator Austin’s charges, 


members of the group have looked into 
the matter informally and it is predicted 
tat they will recommend General 
fiske’s confirmation. If they do so, the 
full committee and the Senate will prob- 
ably approve the appointment. 

One factor which is expected to 
weigh heavily toward securing General 
Piske’s confirmation is that he has the 
active support of General Pershing. The 
General of the Armies, learning of the 
objection being filed against General 
Fiske, wrote a letter to Senator Reed 
this week in which he personally sup- 
ports the appointment and urges that he 
te confirmed. If the subcommittee de- 
ddes to hold hearings on the matter, 
General Pershing may go before them to 
testify as to General Fiske’s qualifica- 
tions.

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Protest Coast Guard Shift 


A delegation of Congressmen called 
at the White House yesterday and pro- 
tested to the President against the pro-
